He, McDivitt and Schweickart proved 
that America’s men and machines were 
ready to land this summer on the bleak, 
barren face of the moon 239,000 miles 
away. 
“Those magnificent men in their fly­ 
ing machine!” yelped a grinning Pat Mc­ 
Divitt about her husband and his two 
space pals. 
The astronauts were to fire the main 
engine of their command ship today to 
lower their earth orbit to a ceiling of 
155 miles, the next to-last orbit change 
before their scheduled splash into the 
Atlantic next Thursday. 
McDivitt, 39, Scott, 36, and Schweick­ 
art, 33, will spend the last half of their 
trip performing 
scientific chores and 
resting for their long trip home. 
Among these chores will be an ex­ 
periment, the first of its kind, to find 
out what can be deduced from high above 
the planet from the condition of earth’s 
crops and forests. The crew will mount 
a “multispectral camera” — four cam­ 
eras with different color filters — in one 
of the spacecraft windows and keep it 
trained on the earth below. 
Dr. Robert Colwell, a professor at 
the University of California at Berkeley 
and a leader in today’s camera chore, 
called it “the most exciting photogra­ 
phic experiment ever performed.” 
“As we all know, the world supply 
of natural resources is rapidly dwindl­ 
ing,” Colwell said 
The world’s hope in solving this criti­ 
cal problem is to make a good survey 
of all of the world’s natural resources 
and determine then how best to use them 
and conserve them, he said. 
Everything on earth emits electromag­ 
netic radiation peculiar to itself. Scien­ 
tists have devised sensors capable to 
seeing 
the 
“spectral signatures” of 
everything from underground ore depo­ 
sits to crops and forests.

Tens of thousands 
of Soviets protest 
Red China actions 


MOSCOW (UPI) - Tens of thousands 
of Muscovites marched through a swirl­ 
ing snowstorm today in the second day 
of mass protests against the killing and 
mutilation of Soviet border guards by 
Chinese troops. 
The demonstrators hanged an effigy of 
Chinese Communist party leader Mao 
Tse-tung, clad in blue pajamas, outside 
Peking’s embassy here and hooted and 
jeered Chinese diplomats peering out 
from its shattered windows. 
Thousands of police and troops kept 
the demonstrators 
more orderly than 
Friday’s with officers shouting direc­ 
tions to the crowd. 
An occasional inkpot or bottle soared 
out of the crowd and smashed against 
the building already bespattered by FrF- 
day’s barrage of m issiles in spite of pleas 
for order. The protesters marched six- 
abreast past the building for 4-1-2 hours, 
half-again as long as Friday’s demon- 
stration. 
Today’s protesters apparently were 
incensed by televised reports of Chinese 
atrocities committed against Russian 
border guards last Sunday. Soviet offic­ 
ials, anticipating renewed demonstr;* 
tions, stationed thousands of police out­ 
side the embassy and backed them up 
with Soviet troops standing shoulder 
to shoulder. 
“ March peacefully!” officials shouted 
as demonstrators swarmed out of buses 
and trucks beginning at 10 a.m. “ Do not 
break the law, do not throw anything! 
March six abreast!” 
The protesters trudged through clouds 
of snow so thick they occasionally ot* 
scured the embassy. They carried piss 
cards extolling the heroism of their 
frontier troops and louspeaker trucks 
blared “ Shame to Mao Tse-tung!” 
“ It might seem that not a single per­ 
son was in the seveisstory office builcW 
ing or in adjacent houses where the em­ 
bassy officials live,” said the Soviet 


N. Viets urge 


open talks 
with Viet Cong 


PARIS (UPI) — North Vietnamese of­ 
ficials said today the United States will 
not achieve peace in Vietnam unless it 
opens direct talks with the Viet Cong. 
They said Washington’s decision not 
to recognize the Viet Cong’s National Lit* 
eration Front (NLF)as the key opposition 
factor in South Vietnam had so far pre­ 
vented all progress in the Paris talks. 
The overthrow of the Saigon regime 
headed by President Nguyen Van Thieu,' 
vice president Nguyen Cao Ky and Pre- 
mier Tran Van Huong was described 
by Hanoi officials as their primary tar­ 
get. 
It underscored -Hanoi and the Viet 
Cong determination to start serious 
bargaining at the four-way Paris con- 
ference only if the Americans agree to 
discuss first what the Communists call 
the “ American aggression” against Viet­ 
nam, 
Hanoi and NLF officials insisted the 
current wave of attacks in South Viet­ 
nam was chiefly a retaliation against 
what they called a “ stepped-up AmerL 
can aggression.” 
They especially denounced the U. S. 
B-52 raids, they claimed result in wide- 
spread civilian casualties. 
The American and South Vietnamese 
delegation continued their close cooper­ 
ation through daily working sessions to 
examine almost hourly the mi m aty and 
political repercussions of the Viet Cong 
offensive. South Vietnamese diplomats 
were confident the Saigon visit of U.S, 
Defense Secretary Melvin Laird would 
lead to a further strengthening of allied 
cooperation in all fields. 
Saigon delegation officials said that ac­ 
cording to their latest reports, the Viet 
Cong offensive was a military failure 
because the Viet Cong failed to seize 
a single military objective. 
President Nixon's warning the Unit­ 
ed States would not tolerate further 
Viet Cong shellings of civilian targets 
in South Vietnam was answered harshly 
both in Hanoi and HLF circles in Pans 
Thursday. 
Hanoi and NLF spokesmen said the 
threat of eventual new 
U, S. bombing 
raids on North Vietnam, reported widely 
as a strong possibility, would result 
in a “ new defeat” for the United States, 


news agency Tass in running reports 
of the demonstration. 


“ The courtyard was deserted, the 
doors were locked and the windows cur­ 
tained. The faces of diplomats could be 
seen only now and then for a moment 
on a top floor.” Witnesses confirmed 
they glanced out furtively on occasion. 


As the procession moved by, those 
bearing placards were allowed to plant 
them in snowbanks until the area brisb- 
led with signs. Two four-foot-high scare­ 
crows draped in dark motirning cloth 
were popped up outside the gates. One 
group burned a small effigy of Mao 
Tse-tung. 


Unlike the tens of thousands who 
marched past the Peking embassy in 
Friday’s demonstration, this crowd had 
seen and heard the unprecedented telo 
vision and press reports describing 
how Chinese frontier troops allegedly 
killed 31 Soviet border guards and mu­ 


tilated many of them in last Sunday’s 
clash. 
Apparently anticipating excited reao 
tion, Soviet officials had an even bigger 
security force on hand at the embassy 
in Lenin Hills than Friday. Today’s 
demonstration had the snowstorm against 
it but the fact it was a national holiday — 
Women’s Day — was in its favor. 
It followed another blistering exchange 
of official threats issued in today’s 
issue of the Soviet Communist party 
paper Pravda and over Peking radio. 
A foreign office official termed relss 
tions “ bad, very very bad.” 
Peking Radio, answering Soviet vei> 
sions of the Ussuri River clash, broad- 
cast what it said was an article written 
by troops stationed on Chen Pao island, 
scene of the battle. They said they were 
attacked without provocation by “ alarge 
number of troops who were armed to 
the teeth and a number of armored 
cars, trucks and command vehicles,” 
losing “ a number of our border guards” 
killed and wounded.

(U P I)-P resi­ 
dent Nixon, armed with pro and con po­ 
sition papers, today was deciding on de­ 
ployment of the multibillion dollar anti- 
ballistic missile system. 
Despite some indications the contro­ 
versial Sentinel missile defense pro­ 
ject would get a go-ahead, Nixon told 
newsmen he has not yet made up his mind. 
He plans to announce his decision early 
next week, probably Tuesday. 
Nixon retreated to his sundrenched 
seaside winter White House to bone up on 
the study papers and reports in his bulg­ 
ing briefcase. “ I’m going to be studying 
the ABM this weekend,” he said on the 
presidential jet flight from Washington 
Friday night.

himself and said 
'Get me out of here for hell’s 
sake.’ But he said it as if he 
was joking. He’s not afraid in 
any way.” 
Jones also wisecracking with 
those coming to his aid about 
his burgeoning paycheck when 
he said “ You guys are working 
for straight time and I’m just 
sitting here 
drawing double 
time.” He receives portal-to- 
portal pay and thus stays on 
overtime until he returns to the 
outside world. 
Two operations are going on 
more or less simultaneously in 
the shaft.

against 
deployment of the Sentinel, 20 
said they would vote for an 
ABM 
system and 25 were 
undecided. 
According to the poll, 
16 
Republicans were among the 46 
who oppose deployment. The 20 
who 
indicate 
they favor an 
ABM include eight Democrats. 
The 
survey, conducted by 
telephone during the past week, 
indicates President Nixon could 
pick up some support for the 
ABM if he proposes putting the 
nuclear-tipped defensive mis­ 
siles 
far from the nation’s 
major population areas. 
B it there is still a hard core 
of sentiment 
in 
the Senate 
against deployment of any kind 
of an ABM system now. 
The results, however, may not 
be as lopsided as they seem. 
Most of the undecided are 
Republicans 
who 
could 
be 
expected to follow the Pres­ 
ident’s recommendations, espe­ 
cially if he makes a strong 
appeal for deployment in the 
interest of national security. 
Among the 46 senators in the 
“ no” column are a dozen who 
might be persuaded to vote for 
the Sentinel if Nixon asks for 
deployment in rural areas. 
Whatever 
deployment 
the 
President recommends, howev­ 
er, will face tough opposition 
when the Senate votes laferthis 
year 
on 
authorization 
and 
money bills for the system. The 
poll indicates opponents would 
have the edge if Nixon proposes 
the sort of ABM system the 
Johnson Administration began 
last year—one to protect the 
American population from a 
suicidal nuclear strike bv Chi­ 
na. 
Nixon

decision early next week. Until 
thep, work on the Sentinel has 
been deferred. It was stopped in 
January amid protests from

Surveys 
indicate 
pay hikes 


By DICK PRAUL 
Lompoc Valley residents who 
are county employees are ex­ 
pecting possibly two new rounds 
of pay increases for 1969 on the 
basis of new surveys. 
The current $19.2-million fi­ 
gure in the 1968-69 county bud­ 
get for salaries and employe 
benefits may be boosted at least 
$1 million by the end of this 
year, some County Employees 
Assn. officials feel. 
The new surge this spring for 
higher salaries and additional 
fringe 
benefits 
is based on 
a different philosophy. 
There will be no “ package” 
pay and fringe benefit proposal 
handed County Administrative 
Officer Raymond D. Johnson. 
The new program — based on 
surveys gaining comparisons 
with the salary structure in 
eight other counties—is already 
underway. 
The impact of inflation is the 
biggest thing going for higher 
pay scales. 
A current survey is being 
launched and it is hoped the re­ 
sults will be ready for presenta­ 
tion to the Board of Supervisors 
in May. This is pointed toward 
getting an initial pay boost as of 
July 1 on the results of this 
bench mark survey. 
While the Employees Assn., 
which represents a large m a­ 
jority of the some 2,000 county 
employees, has been active in 
seeking 
a 
cost-of-living 
in- 
crease for county pensioners, 
it doesn’t appear likely there 
will be a push for a cost-of-liv- 
ing increase as such this year 
for current employees. 
It is felt, association spokes­ 
man show, that the present sur­ 
vey and another survey this Fall 
will correct major if not all in­ 
equities and ^ring gains that 
would absorb cost-oMiving in­ 
creases for the year. 
The Fall survey, is hoped, 
will show a need to implement 
on Jan. 1 the increase project­ 
ed for this July 1. 
Some officials feel that coun­ 
ty employees will em erge with 
a total 7!/2 per cent pay boost 
after the two surveys are im­ 
plemented this year. 
Other recognized county em­ 
ployee groups are the S h e triffs 
R elief and Benefit Assn. and the 
AFUCIO Welfare W orkers Un­ 
ion.

County government plans to 
acquire an 88-acre dunes area 
in the northeastern part of the 
county for park purposes may be 
snagged because highwaters of 
the Santa Maria River have 
washed away many acres of the 
proposed park area, it was con­ 
firm ed today 
County Park D irector George 
H. Adams said that a recon­ 
naissance of the dune area south 
of the Santa Maria River and 
west 
of Guadalupe definitely 
show that “perhaps half” of the 
intended park lands have been 
lost by flooding. 
The “ lost” dunesland involv­ 
ed is either part of the river 
now or has been swept out to 
sea, Adams theorized. He and 
other county officials toured the 
area with four-wheel drive ve­ 
hicles after hearing reports of 
the washed-out dunes area 
“It looks like about two-thirds 
of the ocean frontage we wanted 
is intact, but quite a bit of 
property has been lost behind 
that along the riv e r,’’explained 
Adams. This latter area was 
intended for overnight camp­ 
ing and barbecue use 
The county has filed a con­ 
demnation suit against Union 
Sugar Co. to obtain the prop­ 
erty after the company turned 
down the county’s bid to pur­ 
chase the property. A pre-trial 
hearing has been continued to 
March 19. 
Meanwhile, Adams said that 
county 
surveyors 
will check 
over aerial maps taken “before

faith and courage and hope." 
It is often easier to accept 
one’s own suffering than that of 
others. As a man of deep 
compassion, Paton knows this 
well. His solution is to follow 
the example of Jesus, who 
“ accepted evil and suffering 
as 
being 
in the nature of 
tilings" and devoted his life 
to relieving them. 
“ That is the creative act, 
not to ask who dealt this wound 
to the creation, not to accuse 
God of having dealt it, but to 
make of one’s life an instru­ 
ment of God’s peace." 
Once 
a 
person 
stops 
demanding rational 
explana­ 
tions for the presence of pain 
in God’s world, Paton says, 
his intuition and experience 
of life may lead him to a 
theory which is unprovable, 
at least is emotionally satis­ 
fying.

Lompoc Valley residents will get their first look at the city’s new, $605,000 
library on East North Avenue Sunday at a public reception that is expected to 
attract a host of dignitaries. 
The reception is scheduled to get under way at 2 p.m. 
Completion of the modern, one-story library facility ends an effort that 
began more than two years ago. Lompoc City Council contracted with the ar­ 
chitectural firm of Kierr-Beggs and Associates for a schematic plan in 1966, 
based on studies by Edward Hess, then library director. 
In January 1967, the city applied for a federal grant of $201,817 to aid in 
the financing. Groundbreaking ceremonies were conducted on the 2 8 acre- 
site on Feb. 15, 1968. 
The new library with 16,790 square feet of main floor space consists of 
adult and juvenile divisions, audio visual department and multi-purpose room

for public use. Courts immediately adjacent to the earth-toned structure add 
another 4,380 square feet of usuable space; and the basement with 2,920 
square feet provides space for storage and utility controls. 
The new library with its waffle-indented accoustical cement ceiling, gold 
carpeting and walnut-toned shelving and furniture, will provide a dignified 
setting for complete library services. An estimated 40,000 books have been 
installed from the old library. Additional shelving already in place will pro­ 
vide space for another 26,000 books. The library will hold an eventual 80,- 
000 volumes. 
The reception will include a welcoming speech by Lompoc Mayor Robert 
D MacClure a speech by Dr. Donald C. Davidson; and a ribbon cutting cere­ 
mony by the mayor and Luella Keyes, president of the library board. Library 
director Paul Thompson, meml)ers of the staff, library trustees and Friends 
of the Public Library will be on hand to answer questions.

Two of the tougher shots 
in golf from a psychological 
standpoint are the long irons 
into the teeth of a wind and 
the common, everyday sand 
shot. 
For me. the sand shot is 
tougher. Frankly. I’m not a 
very good sand player. We 
all have our weaknesses in 
our games and mine is in 
the sand. I doubt that I’m 
alone. 
I’m going through a men­ 
tal rearrangement now. A 
year or so ago, I felt like I 
had to get the ball close to 
the pin from a bunker be­ 
cause everyone else was do­ 
ing it. As a result, I pressed 
—I got tense and I tried to 
execute a shot I could not 
execute. The results were 
disastrous. 
So I had to go back and 
reassess the over-all picture. 
We’re all human. W'e can do 
some things well and other 
things only fairly well. If I 
was having trouble with my 
bunker shots, Joe Blow was 
having trouble with his put­ 
ter. It evens out. 


Since I 
realized this, I 
have tried not to expect good 
r e s u l t s from sand shots. 
Right now, I’m just working 
on trying to get the ball out 
and in the general vicinity of 
a good shot—which I con­ 
sider within five feet of the 
cup. Now I’m working on 10 
feet and u n d e r and I’m 
much more relaxed because

I can put it 
10 feet and 
under. 
It’s still not a good shot, 
but it’s better than I was do­ 
ing when 1 was trying to put 
it a foot from the hole. 
Your first inclination on a 
long iron shot into the wind 
is to grunt, groan and smash 
it. If you can, forget the 
wind. Poof, it’s gone. 
Now, swing smoothly and 
let the club do the work.

Scare tactics 


The organization known as “ The Taxpayers Against the Lom­ 
poc Dam” are presently distributing a flyer to local residents 
which has to be described as “ grabbing at straw s” in their ef­ 
forts to block the vital facility. 
The whole text of the diatribe centers around the fapt that 
water is powerful and therefore “ can you imagine the power of 
a body of water 14 miles long, 
weighing 627,264,000 tons, 
behind the dam — when it is full?” 


The implication they wish to draw from their mimeographed 
blast is that Lompoc Valley will never more be safe because 
a natural disaster can happen which will unleash this terrible 
force eliminating all below. 


Taxpayers Against the Lompoc Dam must believe that the 
Bureau of Reclamation would purposely built a dam that 
would be destroyed by natural disaster. A cursory glance of 
the study will readily dispel such thoughts, silly as they are. 


In support of their theory, the organization quotes a Dr. 
McDonald of the University of California at Santa Barbara, a 
geophysicist, 
who states that a large body of water behind 
a dam may trigger earthquakes. Tney go on to say that Boulder 
Dam, form erly earthquake - free, now experiences as many as 
a thousand earthquakes in one year, some of an intensity to 
cause damage in a populated area. Well, the last we heard, 
Boulder Dam was still standing, due of course to excellent 
engineering abilities. 
We do agree with the organization’s prem ise that water is 
powerful. Definitely. Without water we cannot hope to survive. 
Without the flood control aspects built into the Lompoc Nar­ 
rows Dam project, we will continue to suffer sorrows and hard­ 
ships. 
These are the thoughts that should be given to this vital 
project — not thoughts of the obvious “ scare” tactics being 
used by the opposition forces to the project.

Dear Sir: 
A recent editorial in the Lompoc Rec­ 
ord came uncomfortably close to its own 
headline “ Not in Public Interest,” be­ 
cause the public does not gain anything 
from a low-level attack on “ self-styled 
experts” and "self-styled wildlife con­ 
servationists” as the editorial defined 
the critics and opponents of the propos­ 
ed Lompoc dam. People concerned with 
conservation in general and with the 
proposed Lompoc dam in particular 
come from all walks of life. Only a few 
are indeed scientists or experts. All of 
them believe in the need for preserva­ 
tion of our natural resources and at­ 
tractions as the basis for a healthy and 
enjoyable living environment. They don’t 
claim to be experts, just as you don’t 
have to be a theologian to believe in God. 
They believe that the inundation of a 
beautiful and productive valley is not 
beneficial for all future generations, 
especially when that man-made lake fills 
up with silt. They believe that there are 
alternative sources for water when it is 
needed. They believe that those vege­ 
table and fruit growers who are now 
driven out of Ventura County by smog 
and other symptons of progress may not 
be so anxious to settle in the Lompoc 
Valley, if more industry and housing 
developments spread out in this area. 
They believe that a beautiful and pro­ 
ductive area deserves protection from 
destruction, whether it be the repairable 
destruction from floods or the irre- 
pairable destruction by a dam. They be­ 
lieve that effective flood control for the 
entire Santa Ynez River area is needed 
and that the proposed Lompoc dam is not 
a good flood control solution for the 
whole Santa Ynez River area. They be­ 
lieve that millions of dollars needed for 
the development of questionable rec­ 
reational benefits of the proposed dam 
could be better invested in the develop­ 
ment of natural recreational areas as 
the form er Hollister Ranch, 
Jalama 
Beach and Point Sal. They believe that 
1.35:1, 
or less, is not a safe benefit- 
cost ratio. They believe that $108, or 
m ore, is too much to pay for an acre­ 
foot of water. They believe that the 
“ vested interest” of a producing ranch­ 
e r is more beneficial to all people than 
the vested interest of real-estate specu­ 
lators. These are only a few of their 
arguments, which are neither “ vague” 
nor 
“ puzzling.” Surely, an editorial 
w riter could serve the public interest 


better by arguing those points, than by 
simply sticking a label on the proponents 
of the arguments.

Dear Sir: 
Your editorial entitled "Not in Public 
Interest” (February 14, 1969) was re­ 
cently brought to my attention, and I 
feel that it deserves some comment, 
as it raises some interesting points. 
Firstly: I would like to raise the ques­ 
tion of why wildlife conservation is so 
puzzling. This is a problem that many 
people are vitally and rightfully con­ 
cerned by, and it seem s to me that the 
only people who might be puzzled by 
this concern are those who have made 
the choice of pure financial gain over 
the conservation of the land’s resources 
for their descendants’ pleasure and pro­ 
fit. 
Secondly: The “ self - styled conser­ 
vationists” that you speak of in such a 
disparaging tone are in reality only av­ 
erage citizens and observers of natural 
history who have watched the desecration 
of California and the rest of this coun­ 
try with growing horror, and who are 
attempting to save the Santa Ynez from 
becoming another overdeveloped and un­ 
inhabitable wasteland. 
Thirdly: 
Nobody speaks of the steel- 
head in relation to the proposed Lompoc 
Project except in historical reverence of 
things as they were before the upstream 
dams were erected. Certainly the steel- 
head fishery is now only a glimmer of 
its past glory, but even now a few skill­ 
ful anglers take specimens in all but the 
dryest years. Until the recent floods, 
however, there were large populations of 
rainbow trout and black bass in the 
ponds created by the beavers, 
and, 
given time, those populations will re­ 
turn when the beavers reconstruct their 
impoundments. 
Fourthly: The comparison of the love­ 
ly and pastoral Santa Ynez River with 
the brawling Colorado River is perhaps 
inept. However, if it must be drawn, let 
it be drawn completely. For example: 


what has happened to that beautiful piece 
of wilderness, the Glen Canyon? The 
answer is simple — it has gone, drowned 
by progress, never to be wondered at or 
explored with fascination by our children. 
The same will happen to the lower 
Santa Ynez —one more piece of wilder­ 
ness and natural land taken from our

children’s heritage. You speak of the 
wonderful 
trout 
fishing 
in the cool 
stream s below the Colorado dams, but 
can you show me cool stream s below 
the Lompoc Dam that will produce rec­ 
reational fishing? 
Fifthly: Drowning anim als? Y'oucred­ 
it our native fauna with far less intel­ 
ligence than they possess. They won’t 
drown, and I doubt that anyone has said 
they would. However, they shall be evict­ 
ed from their home ranges, and pushed 
into the ever-shrinking hinterlands. Ex­ 
tinction is not only a product of over­ 
kill, but also a product of the loss of 
suitable 
habitat. 
Furtherm ore, it is 
highly doubtful that any wild life was 
washed into the sea during the recent 
flooding. Instead, most animals are far 
less complacent than human river dwell­ 
ers, and the four-footed * residents in­ 
stinctively move to high ground. 
Finally: Since when has the operation 
of private business of any sort not been 
in the public interest? Your editorial 
would have the reader believe that the 
Santa Ynez Valley ranchers are merely 
wealthy hobbyists. 
In reality, 
these 
people 
have devoted their 
lives, 
in 
some cases for as much as three gen­ 
erations to developing ranches that con­ 
tribute heavily to the economy of the 
valley and produce food for the nation. 
The enjoyment that you speak of is mere­ 
ly a by-product of years of devoted la­ 
bor. It is no more in the public interest 
to take their land than it would be to take 
the Lompoc Record offices, if the need 
arose.

Some Midwest crop property costs 32 
percent more today than only two years 
ago. 
California farm land prices are 
up about 60 percent since 1959.

Dampen down the rush for mortgages 
and you dampen down the buying. 
"The incredible prices for objects 
of art are being made by the flight from 
the dollar,” says the chief auctioneer at

Actually, it takes all the Federal taxes 
of all the breadwinners to earn $6,000 
a year or less just to pay the interest 
on the money that the government has 
borrowed. 
Washington has gioated that consumer 
spending accounted for $16 billion of a$20 
billion increase in the so-called gross 
national product in just one quarter of 
last year. But, behind the scenes, what 
was really going up was the debt balloon. 
The National Foundation of Consumer 


Credit finds that household indebtedness 
has zoomed from $35 billion in 1948 
to around $400 billion today. 
Debt is 
now the largest part of the breadwinner’s 
financial structure. 
And. like Alice in 
Wonderland, he has to run faster and 
faster just to keep even. 
Debt 
as a percentage of after-tax 
income has zoomed from 22 percent, as 
about the usual long-term level, to a 
nearly incredible 70 percent now. This 
means that from every after-tax dollar 
that the average American breadwinner 
earns today, 70 cents is now already 
committed in advance for debts already 
contracted and the interest on them. 
Meanwhile, personal 
bankruptcies are 
outstripping business bankruptcies al­ 
most 10 to one. 
Read that again — slowly this time - 
and see if you think that the Federal 
Reserve Board whould stand by and do 
nothing to dampen down the borrowing.
